During  the  meeting,  Mr.  Macris  said:  “In  touring  the  neighborhood 
I  observed  a  number  of  problems.  It  is  our  role  to  deal  with  them  and 
we  are  committed  to  doing  so.  Some  of  them  might  have  short  term 
solutions,  while  others  will  require  more  time;  therefore  I  see 
involvement  as  an  on-going  one  including,  but  not  limited  to,  RAP 
(Rehabilitation  Assistance  Program  ...  for  housing)  and  the 
community  center.  In  early  April  we  will  be  able  to  discuss  with  you 
the  results  of  the  preliminary  study  that  we  are  now  making  of  OMI. 
At  that  time  we  will  be  able  to  indicate  specific  areas  that  might  be 
considered  for  RAP  designation.  The  next  step  will  be  to  meet  with 
the  residents  of  those  areas  in  order  to  allow  them  to  evaluate  the 
program  before  further  action.  Because  our  commitment  to  OMI  is  a 
long  term  one,  we  want  to  be  sure  that  the  first  program  is  a 
success!” 

There  is  mounting  community  concern  that  despite  our  glaring 
needs,  OMI  has  repeatedly  been  disregarded.  That  concern  is 
heightened  by  our  knowledge  that  many  other  areas  of  the  City  have 
received  a  great  deal  of  time  and  attention. 

We  must  aggressively  seek  support  in  getting  a  community  .center 
—  now;  an  intensified  traffic  control  and  beautification  —  now;  and  a 
preliminary  designation  as  a  RAP  area  —  as  soon  as  possible.

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Officers  for  Justice  Won’t  Give  Up

On  a  simple  monument  above 
the  grave  of  Robert  F.  Kennedy, 
in  Arlington  Cemetery,  these 
words  are  chiseled: 

“....Each  time  a  man  stands 
up  for  an  ideal  or  acts  to  improve 
the  lot  of  others  or  strikes  out 
against  injustice,  he  sends  forth 
a  tiny  ripple  of  hope;  and 
crossing  each  other  from  a 
million  different  centers  of 
energy  and  daring,  these  ripples 
build  a  current  that  can  sweep 
down  the  mightiest  walls  of 
oppression  and  resistance.” 

These  words  pretty  well  ex¬ 
press  the  belief  of  the  small 
group  of  San  Francisco  police 
officers  known  as  “Officers  for 
Justice.”  This  driving  faith 
keeps  them  going  in  the  face  of 
loneliness  and  discouragement. 

It  isn’t  much  fun  to  be  doubly  in 
the  minority:  by  race  and  by 
your  chosen  role  in  a  profession 
which  pouts  “loyalty”  to  brother 
officers  in  a  very  high  place  — 
sometimes,  it  seems,  above  truth 
and  justice. 

A  few  officers  had  felt  for 
some  time  that  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  was  discriminatory  in 
nature,  internally  as  well  as  in 
its  attitude  to  the  public  it 
serves.  Discipline  was  much 
more  severe,  for  the  same 
offense,  when  it  was  a  black 
officer  who  was  the  offender. 

Black  officers  were  always  pair¬ 


ed  in  patrol  cars;  and  if  one  of 
them  called  in  sick,  the  other 
was  not  given  a  white  partner 
but  was  assigned  to  other  duties. 

But  it  was  the  attitude  to 
minority  citizens  that  finally 
became  too  much  for  these 
officers.  A  group  of  them  decided 
that  the  time  had  come  to  “stand 
up  and  be  counted"  if  they  were 
to  be  men.  “We  may  lose  our 
jobs,”  they  told  each  other,  “but 
some  things  have  to  be  said  loud 
and  clear.” 

And  so  a  new  organization, 
Officers  for  Justice,  was  born. 

It  is  not  limited  to  minority 
officers;  in  fact,  one  of  the 
charter  members  was  Sheriff 
Dick  Hongisto,  who  in  spite  of 
that  Spanish-sounding  surname 
is  of  Hungarian  descent.  The 
officers  —  like  the  minority 
people  with  whom  they  have  a 
warm  relationship  —  don’t  care 
whether  an  officer  or  a  citizen  is 
black,  pink,  or  purple  with  green 
polka  dots  as  long  as  he  can  see 
and  treat  others  as  human 
beings.  They  don’t  go  for  the 
“siege  mentality”  —  the  “thin 
blue  line”  we’ve  heard  so  much 
about.  Nor  do  they  feel  that  a 
police  officer  is  above  criticism 
or  above  the  law,  and  that 
protesting  about  or  reporting 
“conduct  unbecoming  an 
officer”  is  treason.

The  Annual  Planning  Work¬ 
shop  for  Board  Members  was 
held  at  Pilgrim  Community 
Church  on  March  1,  1975  and  it 
was  chaired  by  Board  Member, 
Captain  David  Sholin  of  the 
Salvation  Army.  I.  T.  Bookman 
was  appointed  Vice  President, 
and  Robert  Moore,  Manager  of 
Bank  of  America’s  Ocean-Faxon 
Branch,  was  selected  to  be  on  the 
Advisory  Council.

High  on  everyone’s  list  was 
our  hope  for  a  Neighborhood 
Facility.  Donneter  Lane,  coordi¬ 
nator  of  the  Education  and  Youth 
Committees,  presented  a  com¬ 
prehensive  slide  show  on  the 
OMI  Community. 

Martha  Kovar  of  National 
Neighbors  visited  OMI  on  March 
13  and  was  taken  on  a  tour  of  the 
area. 

A  request  was  made  by  volun¬ 
teers  at  the  Richmond  Recycling 
Center  to  send  all  interested 
OMI’ers  to  assist  at  the  Lowell 
High  Center. 

The  Education  Committee  has 
received  a  commitment  from 
San  Francisco  State  for  two 
classes  to  act  as  staff  in  the 
Community  Counselling  Service. 
Two  students  are  now  working 
with  us  in  a  Diversion  Program 
for  first  offenders.  On  Monday, 
March  17,  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Integration  Task 
Force  had  a  very  productive 
meeting  at  Temple  Methodist 
Church.  Donneter  Lane  was 
selected  to  serve  as  OMI’s 
representative  on  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Attendance  Review  Board.

Dialogue 

with  Assembly  Speaker  Leo  T.  McCarthy 

California’s  Prepaid  Health  Plan  (PHP)  is  the  subject  of  much 
criticism,  probing  and  reform  efforts  these  days. 

Through  Medi-Cal,  about  300,000  of  the  State’s  two  million  welfare 
recipients  are  enrolled  in  prepaid  health  plans.  The  program  costs 
approximately  $98  million  per  year. 

But  it  appears  this  isn’t  enough.  A  study  last  year  by  the  California 
Health  Care  Commission  showed  that  over  50  state-sponsored  plans 
are  suffering  financially. 

The  plan,  initiated  in  1972  under  the  Reagan  Administration,  has 
undergone  in-depth  reviews  by  various  legislative  and  state  groups. 
It  is  now  being  examined  from  top  to  bottom  by  Governor  Brown. 

Probers  tend  to  agree  the  program  has  some  serious  defects, 
especially  in  administration.  Since  its  inception,  it  has  been  riddled 
by  allegations  of  shoddy  enrollment  practices,  substandard  quality  of 
care,  inconsistent  rates  and  exorbitant  “unanticipated”  costs. 

Under  a  PHP,  patients  are  supposed  to  receive  free  physician  care, 
hospital  inpatient  and  outpatient  services,  prescription  drugs,  and 
laboratory  and  x-ray  services. 

A  report  by  the  Auditor  General  last  year  indicated  that  52  percent 
of  the  payments  made  to  15  PHP’s  was  being  spent  for 
administrative  costs,  leaving  only  48  percent  for  services  to  patients. 

The  intent  of  the  program  is  to  furnish  “preventative"  health  care 
which  the  State  believes  would  result  in  lower  overall  medical  costs 
and  protect  the  health  of  those  who  could  not  otherwise  afford 
treatment. 

But  if  most  of  the  money  is  being  spent  on  administrative  functions 
or  results  in  net  profits  to  these  companies,  patients  may  not  be 
getting  equitable  health  care. 

To  curb  abuse,  legislation  has  been  introduced  which  guarantees 
that  75  percent  of  the  State  PHP -funds  be  spent  on  health  care 
benefits. 

Senate  Bill  130,  authored  by  Senator  David  A.  Roberti,  requires  the 
State  Department  of  Finance  to  conduct  audits  and  establish 
financial  reporting  procedures  for  the  program.  Authorities  believe 
the  Department  of  Health  has  failed  to  fulfill  these  functions  T 
resulting  in  about  $4.2  million  of  duplicate  payments  by  the  State. 

Another  provision  of  S.B.  130  brings  subcontractors  under 
regulation  by  making  contracts  and  financial  statements  between  a 
PHP  contractor  and  the  subcontractor  public  record. 

It  has  been  charged  that  affiliated  profit-making  subcontractors, 
who  often  double  as  officers  and  directors  of  the  non-profit  PHP 
contractors,  are  gaining  financially  from  waht  is  supposed  to  be  a 
non-profit  operation. 

Unfortunately,  the  Legislature  will  be  looking  at  a  number  of  bills 
during  this  session  in  its  efforts  to  reorganize  the  Prepaid  Health 
Plan.  My  principle  concern  is  to  offer  the  best  health  care  possible  at 
the  most  reasonable  price. 

The  State’s  role  is  clear:  We  must  carefully  monitor  how  funds  are 
spent,  how  contracts  are  avoided,  and  most  important,  the  quality  of 
medical  care  now  being  provided.

The  first  president  of  the  group 
was  Sergeant  Henry  Williams; 
the  next  was  Officer  Troy  Dan- 
gerfield;  the  third  was  Officer 
Jesse  Byrd;  and  the  present  one 
is  Officer  Art  Tapia.  Each  of 
these  men  has  made  his  own 
contribution  to  this  group,  scorn¬ 
fully  described  by  the  immense 
Police  Officers’  Association  as  h 
aving  “less  than  a  hundred 
members.”  That  description  is 
accurate;  but  it  doesn’t  measure 
the  influence  of  the  group.  Their 
only  regret  for  their  small  size  is 
that  so  many  fine  men  in  the 
department  can’t  bring  them¬ 
selves  to  give  up  the  coziness  of 
being  a  “good  old  boy”  and  face 
the  fact  that  such  coziness  —  and 
such  power  to  the  parent  group 

—  can  be  dangerous  not  only  to 
the  public  good  but  to  the  man’s 
character. 

At  present  the  survival  of  the 
Officers  for  Justice  is  seriously 
threatened.  Two  bills  in  the  State 
Legislature  —  AB  86  and  AB  119 

—  would  make  the  group  illegal. 
This  would  be  done  by  arranging 
for  choice  of  a  sole  bargaining 
agent  for  all  officers;  and  of 
course  the  choice  by  majority 
would  go  to  the  POA.  But  the 
OFJ  have  faced  other  chal¬ 
lenges;  and  they  don’t  expect  to 
fold  their  tents  and  slink  away. 
They’ll  go  on  fighting  for  active 
minority  recruitment,  side  by 
side  with  LULAC,  CAA,  NAACP, 
and  NOW.

What’s  Happening 

...  at  Aptos 

B_v  SHIRLEY  THORNTON 

As  the  school  year  begins  to  draw  to  an  end  we  find  the  Aptos  faculty 
hard  at  work  evaluating  the  present  curriculum  and  makint  the 
changes  needed  to  further  enhance  the  educational  need  of  all  Aptos 
students.  Some  of  the  great  things  we  were  able  to  do  this  year  were: 

(1)  To  expand  the  Seminar  Centes  usage  under  the  direction  of  Ms. 
Doran.  Because  of  Ms.  Erickson’s  prerecorded  tapes  and  instruction 
students  were  able  to  dissect  specimens  on  their  own  for  their  science 
classes.  Other  students  were  able  to  work  on  individual  projects,  some 
attended  the  speakers  series,  or  were  able  to  receive  indepth 
academic  assistance  from  teachers  assigned  to  the  centers  throughout 
the  day. 

(2)  A  bachelor  survival  course  was  offered  to  male  students  and  a 
home  and  industry  course  was  offered  to  female  students  ...  Thanks  to 
Ms.  Huey,  Mr.  Schweiger,  Mr.  Scholten,  and  Ms.  Ribbs.

Having  problems  with  con¬ 
tracts  made  in  your  home  by 
door-to-door  sales  people?  The 
Better  Business  Bureau  reminds 
you  of  the  Home  Solicitation 
Contract  law  which  provides 
consumer  protection  regarding 
any  sales  or  contracts  made  in 
the  home. 

This  is  known  as  the  three  day 
“cooling  off”  period  law,  which 
applies  to  contracts  for  $25  or 
more  and  specifies: 

1.  You  man  cancel  —  in  writing 
—  at  no  charge  within  three  days 
of  the  transaction.  (Do  not  count 
Sundays  or  holidays.) 

2.  A  detachable  “notice  of 
cancellation”  form  must  be 
attached  to  all  home  solicitation 
contracts.  This  needs  only  a 
signature  and  mailing  in  order  to 
cancel  the  contract. 

3.  Written  contracts  and  the 
detachable  notice  of  cancellation 
form  must  be  written  in  the  same 
language  principally  used  in  the 
oral  sales  presentation.

Special  Services  at  the  Library

Most  of  the  residents  of  the 
OMI  area  know  that  the  Merced 
Branch  at  155  Winston  Drive 
contains  a  general  collection  of 
adult  and  children’s  books  and 
magazines. 

Some  may  not  be  familiar, 
however,  with  some  of  the 
specialized  information  services 
which  may  be  used  in  the 
Branch. 

The  Congressional  Quarterly 
information  service  is  a  non¬ 
partisan  service  providing  in¬ 
formation  on  national  politics 
and  the  operations  of  Congress. 
The  CQ  service  is  in  three  parts : 
a  weekly  newsletter,  an  annual 
hardbound  Almanac  edition,  and 
historical  volumes  issued  at 
intervals.  By  using  the  CQ 
service  a  citizen  can  learn  the 


voting  record  of  his  or  her 
Congressman  on  every  issue  that 
has  come  before  Congress.  CQ 
through  its  weekly  newsletter 
provides  recent  information  on 
current  complex  issues  such  as 
the  energy  crises. 

The  Merced  Branch  also  re¬ 
ceives  some  of  the  Standard  and 
Poor’s  financial  services.  These 
services  provide  information  on 
major  corporations  which  issue 
stock.  The  Outlook  section  pro¬ 
vides  predictions  on  trends  with¬ 
in  particular  industries. 

While  many  use  this  informa¬ 
tion  service  to  make  decisions  on 
investments,  the  S&P  publica¬ 
tions  are  used  by  many  job 
seekers  who  wisk  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  operations 
and  activities  of  a  particular 
corporation.

Service  Ctr.  Publishes  Decentralization  Study 


After  more  than  six  months  of 
research,  interviews,  analysis 
and  writing,  the  staff  of  the 
Service  Center  for  Public 
Education  has  prepared  the 
booklet  “URBAN  SCHOOL 
DECENTRALIZATION  —  Na¬ 
tional  Issues  and  Prospects  for 
San  Francisco.”
